4. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Bauman (4,573,113). 

Bauman discloses a surge protection system for DC power supply 
during power up in the Figure. A capacitor 27 connected to a first bus of a 
DC link 17; a resistor 23 connected a second bus 18 of the DC link, 
wherein the resistor and capacitor are connected in series; a switching 
device 21 connected in parallel with the resistor; and a triggering circuit 38 
for measuring a DC voltage on the DC link and activating the switching 
device to short circuit the resistor, a rectifier 12 that receives AC power 
from a source and converts the AC power into DC power in the DC link, the 
first DC bus and second DC bus are coupled to an inverter 16. See col. 2, 
line 32 to col. 4, line 55.
